THE FASHiON PLATE.

iuM-uta or ui$ts were proceeding 


witiiout attracting mach attornou ex- 
cept amocg experts iu orduaue^ until 
o&e day' the announcement was made 
that a sreel armor plaw> costing between 
$15,000 aud $20,000 had been shattered 
by a projectile from one of the big guns 
and that the contractors who made it 
were the losers not only of the value of 
the plau-, but possibly of the value of 
the entire group which the experimental 
plate represented. This statement drew 
attention to the proving ground as per- 
haps no other circumstance conld have 
dona The idea of smashing a $20.000 
plate in time of peace without any com- 
pensation except the assurance that the 
group uT y^-tes from which it was taken 
•was probably proof against *he projec- 
tiles which one might expect to be huried 
against them was so prodigal that the 
general public swallowed it open mouth- 
ed and remained staring. The commer- 
cial computation had brought to general 
attention for the first time the costly 
character of the tests •which are being 
made constantly under .the direction of 
the ordnance bureau; of the navy depart- 
ment, at this proving • ground on the 
Potomac river, just below Washington.

The inspector in charge at Indian Head 


thinks nothing of breaking into small 
pieces, before : breakfast a plate which 
has exist the government f 10,000 or of 
hurling against it a projectile worth 
$500 or $000. Experiments made at the 
factory Tvill demonstrate in a general 
way the:tensile;strength and other qual- 
ities of the metal;, but as the sole proof 
of the pudding is in the. eating, so the 
only , way to demonstrate the power of 
resistance in a group of plates is to put 
one of them up against an oak backing 
with a sand bank in the rear for safety 
and bang away at it until it is ruined. 


They are , vastly interesting, these 


tests at Indian Head, the more perhaps 
because they are supposed to be made 
in secret. In fact, however, there are 
usually newspaper men present at the 
chief tests and the results .are always 
made public by the bureau of ordnance, 
but admittance to the proving ground 
is to be had only at tho hands of tho 
chief of the bureau of ordnance and for 
some good and sufficient reason. 


Work at Indian Head. 


The proving ground was at Annapolis 


for a number of years. In 1891 it was 
removed to Indian Head, which is more 
conveniently located. Four officers and 
about 125 workmen are engaged at the 
proving ground. All that they do all 
day long is to load shells, mount targets 
and fire gnns. Thus they test powder, 
projectiles, guns and armor for the ships 
of the new navy. The armor comes from 
private establishments which are tinder 
contract to supply it to the government. 
Host of the projectiles are made by pri- 
vate contractors. The powder is of both 
foreign and domestic production. Only 
the larger rgnns are sirictly of govern- 
ment make, and they are the product of 
the naval gun factory which \vas estab- 
lished ten. years ago at the Washington 
navy yard. 


Big guns line the little valley in 


which, the tests are made. A heavy 
traveling crane carries them from the 
wharf at which they are lauded by 
the towboat Triton and mounts them 
on their carriages whenever they are 
needed for the tests. This crane can 
reach;any part of -the proving ground, 
ibritrmay be run on a temporary track, 
of which there are "everal sections, 
bolted to heavy timbers. It takes usually 
;twp days to carry a big gun from the 
wharf aid mount it. It takes sis' days 
to carry to the sand bank opposite the 
big guns the backing of heavy oak tiin- 
-bers, made 36 inches thick, and to trans- 
port to the, same place and put. in posi- 
tion against this backing the heavy steel 
•plate. This plate may be 16 feet long, 
•7}£ feet wide and 18 inches thick. 


- One Shot For $550. 


The possible force pf a projectile fired 


from onewf the 13 inch guns was well 
illustrated recently when a plate which 
had already been tested and passed was 
put tag against a new backing and struck 
with a Carpenter projectile weighing 
^1,100 pounds. The big plats of stt-ei 
was .split, asunder and a piece represent 
ing almost one-quarter of it was lifted 
over the'end of the sand bank, while 
the projectile, after penetrating the steel 
and its oak backing and passing through 
ten feet of sand, caromed into the tim- 
ber. 
The shell was brought back appar- 


ently uninjured, but unfit for any fur- 
ther use. The contract price at which 
the government had bought it was 50 
cents a pound, so that one shot cost the 
government $550 in the value of the 
projectile, and if the plate had been un- 
touched would have represented a losa 
of $10,000 in the demolished armor. All 
of this loss, of course, falls on the gov- 
ernment if the plates are accepted. If 
the platas !jnd projectiles aro below the 
standard, the contractor is the loser by 
their destruction. It is :i costly method 
of ascertaining the value of armor, and 
the HKUI who will devise some method 
by which accuracy iu testing the resist 
ance of steu) plates can be determined 
without destroying one of tho plates 
should be entitled to a. reward amount- 
ling to several hundred thousand dollars.

Greece, of the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurant-? company, of Hart- 
ford, Coon., baa prepared a letter for

25 to 35 cents." 


Thus does Goldbug Greene try to 


frighten children with his buzz, but, 
like many another insect of his kind, 
he may soon be buzzing at the end of 
a silver thread, amid the jeers ol a 
sportive 
throng. 
Nevertheless, 


there is a little Ingenuity in his 
threat. Being well aware that the 
goldbug theory is. for the time being, 
very helpful to ibe money lenders 
upon gold-bearing securities, since 
any increase in the purchasing power 
of gold tends to make such creditors 
richer and their debtors poorer, Mr. 
Greene, as president of a life insur- 
ance loan office, craf tly attempts to 
make Ms policy-holders believe that 
they also belong to the creditor class, 
and must therefore have a serious in- 
terest In maintaining gold at a pre- 
mium. There is a little bit of truth 
In this proposition, so far as it re- 
lates to policy-holders that are lying 
on their death-beds or are otherwise 
approaching the brink of the grave: 
but there is not Byword of truth in it 
with regard to the great mass of his 
policy-holders. Mr. Greene has been 
very careful to have each one of thesa 
physically examined by experts, so as 
to assure himself tnateach is a "good 
life" aad a "safe risk," The very 
theory upon which the life insurance 
business is founded involves the as- 
sumption that the average of the in- 
sured lives will last for a period long 
enough to render the premiums paid 
for their insurance much more than 
an idemnity for all risk assumed 
in

On .Aug. 19, 1S35, Owaey was pho- 


tographed, walked up the gang- 
plank of the good ship Victoria of 
the N. P, S. S. Co. and was wel- 
ooaied by Captain Pan ton, whose 
guest he was to be. Owney had his 
credentials ia a traveling bag, and 
h& carried also bis blanket, brush 
and comb, his metal harness for 
fcH dress aid letters of introduction 
to the postal authorities of the 
•world. As the steamer backed out 
from tha dock hundreds of people 
•waved their hands and wished Ow- 
ney a safe and prosperous voyage, 
•nd BO the trip began. 


Owney was soon the pet. of the 


crew, and after an uneventful voy- 
age he arrived at Yokohama on Oct. 
3. Here his baggage waa examined 
•triiih no little cariosity by the offi- 
cials, as«o dignitary had before en- 
tered Japan who owned so many 
decorations that he waa obliged to 
carry them in a bag. 


It -was concluded that Qwney must 


be either a dog of very high rank or 
*he property of a distinguished per- 
son, aud an account of him was 
^promptly forwarded for the iafor- 
rnaa&cm of his imperial majesty the 
ztakado. 


A few days later aa official waited 


•upon Ovraey and presented him 
•with a passport bearing the seal of 
jtjbe mikado. It was addressed to the 
.American dog traveler, and in very 
-flowery langaage extended to him 
4ha freedom of the interior country. 
*5Ehere were some stiprdations, which 
in all probability Owney woold have 
Agreed to had he made the trip. 
Some were as follows: "The bearer 
is expressly cautioned to observe in 
«¥ery partionlar the directions of 
the Japanese government printed in 
Japanese characters on the back of 
the passport, an English translation 
«£ which is gives herewith, and he 
is expected and raqaired to conduct 
Jjimself in an orderly and concilia- 
tory manner toward the Japanese 
authorities and people." The pass- 
port also forbade him to '•attend a 
fire on horseback, " warned him not 
to write "on temples, shnnes or 
-walls, "' and poiittsly requested him 
atot to "drive too fast on narrow 


There was no time for side trips, 


and, after meeting many officials, 
Owney sailed from Yokohama, ar- 
riving at Kobi on Oct. 9, whera he 
received medals and a new passport 
feom the emperor. He was at Maji 
Oct. 19, Shanghai Oct. SS and JPn 
ehatr Oct. 31^ where also he received 
more medals and was the snbject of 
an ovation. His fame had preceded 
inm, and at the latter port he re- 
ceived an invitation to visit the U. 
&.J&. S. Detroit, which was lying in 
•the harbor. One day the marine 
gangway of this fine man-of-war 
•was astonished to see a bemedaled, 
shaggy 3°g come np the ladder, wag- 
giisg lit* tail and showing all the de- 
light that a patriotic Yankee should 
at the sight in foreign lands of the 
stars- and stripes. The marine al- 
snost laughed as Owney stepped 
aboard and ran np to the officer of 
the deck as though he had known

Mrs. Foster i« still president-of the Wo- 


man's National Republican association 
and will devote her entire time during the 
next three months to promoting the for- 
tunes of SfeKinley and Hobart Her chief 
lieutenant is Helen Variek Boswell of 
Brooklyn, who accompanied Mrs, Foster to 
the St. Louis Republican convention, sat 
•with her upon the platform and returned 
in the same car with Mr. Platt and Ed- 
ward Lauterbach. Miss BosweU is state 
organizer for: Jfew Yort and has secured 
the services of many other brainy women 
who will take the stump for "HcKinley 
and sound money." 


Mr. Bryan, too, has enlisted the enthu 


siasm of man;; fair spellbinders. The great 
we*t is teeming with women who are anx- 
ious to make speeches for Bryan and free 
silver.

He is also ca- 
p-He of being canned and made very 
serviceable iu that form, though, like 
all other canned goods, there arts not the 
flavor and sweetness about what our 
English fri««U would call the "timed 
article" thst there is about the meat 
frt-shJy prepared. 


The adult lobster usually weighs 


from 1 *2 to 5 or 6 pounds, but instances 
arc related of individual specimens 
weighing up to 30 pounds. For food 
purposes the smaller, firm meated speci- 
mens are to be preferred, the flesh of 
tie larger being frequently coarse and 
less finely flavored. Tho best portion of 
tho meat is found in the large 'claws, 
though all parts are edible except the 
stomach, which is a small, hard sack 
lying directly under the head and con- 
taining poisonous matter, and the small 
dark vein running the length of the 
tail, which is also accounted poisonous, 
aad at any rate is liable to cause sick- 
ness if eaten. 


A favorite salad ia made of fresh boil- 


ed lobster and crisp lettuce leaves, with 
mayonnaise dressing, but there are 
many other ways in which lobster meat 
is delectable. In this connection Good 
Housekeeping gives a few recipes, in- 
cluding the following: 


Deviled Lobster.—This is to be baked 


in the shells, and the most convenient 
way is to take two lobsters, each weigh- 
ing about two pounds. In removing the 
meat, after boiling, do not break tbe body 
or tail shells, which aaonld be washed 
and dried. With a sharp pair of scissors 
trim out the inside of the tail shell and 
fit it to tho body shell Cut the meat 
into small pieces. In a double boiler 
over the fire put S cupfuls of cream. 
While this is heating mix 3 tablespoon- 
fnls each of butter and flour, a level 
tablespoonful of mustard and a sprin- 
kling, according to taste, of cayenne 
pepper. Stir with this 8 tablespoonfnls 
of the boiling cream; thea tern the 
mixture into the boiling cream and cook 
for five minutes. Add the minced lob- 
ster, salt to the taste and remove from 
the fire. Put the mixture into the lob- 
ster shells, cover the top with fine bread 
crumbs and dot with small pieces of 
butter. Place the filled shells in a pan, 
so arranged that they will not gat out 
of position, and bake till tbe crumbs are 
browned. They should be neatly served 
on a fish platter. 


Cnrry of Lobster.—'Cut into inch 


pieces the meat of a medium sized lob- 
ster. Place in a saucepan 3 tablespoon- 
fnls of butter and an onion sliced fine. 
Stir till the butter is melted and the 
onion slightly browned; then stir in 3 
tablespoonfuls of flour and a desstrt- 
gpoonfnl of curry powder. When well 
blended, add slowly a scant pint of 
stock, with salt and cayenne pepper to 
the taste. Strain the sauce over the lob- 
ster, simmer over the fire for five min- 
utes and serve on toast

A Tomato Omelet. 


A tomato omelet would require a 


good sized tomato, 3 eggs, a tiny bit of 
chopped onion and 1 % ounces of butter. 
Put the tomato into a basin., of boiling 
water for a few minutes and then skin 
it and cut it up into little pieces, mix- 
ing with it the chopped up oniou. Then 
take the eggs and boat up the yolks and 
whites separately and mix the toma- 
to, onion, pepper and sal$ wjtb^ jjjg 
yolks. Put" the Tratter info an omelet 
pan and let it get quite hot. Then stir 
in quickly the beaten up whites of the 
eggs with the yolks and pour the united 
mixture into the pan. Cook for about 
three minutes, stirring all the time. 


Blackberry Cordial. 


An English recipe for blackberry cor- 


dial is to put in a pan 2 quarts of black- 
berry juice and 2 pounds of lump sugar, 
with half ounce each of cinnamon, nut- 
meg, allspice and a little less of cloves. 
Let all stand together for several hours, 
then bring it to a boil very slowly and 
Jet it simmer for 20 minutes, skimming 
it carefully and repeatedly. Let it get 
quite cold, then add a quart of very 
good brandy and koop some months bo- 
fore using. The quantity of spice may 
be altered to suit various tastes. Only 
the best fruit should be used, and it 
should be carefully filtered before bot- 
tling. 


Tutti Prutti Jelly. 


Put half a box of gelatin to soak in 


half a piut of cold water. Dissolve in a 
pint of boiling water. Add tho juice of 
8 lemons, three-quarters of n pound of 
sugar and .strain. When it begins to set, 
put. n layer of jolly on tho bottom of a, 
mold, then a layer of sliced bananas, 
thon a layer of jolly, next a layor of 
uliced oranges, another layer of jolly, a 
layor of peaches. The last layer should 
to of jelly.

crowded with an attentive audience. 
Henry Houck lectured on '•Progress 
in the Work of Education." 
Some 


people insist that twenty years ago 
the schools were as good as they are 
to-day. The reforms In all branches 
of school are plainly marked. To- 
day we have elegant school houses, 
filled with all the latest improve- 
ments. Everywhere we find good, 
substantial buildings. W« owe much 
to the old teachers, but the good and 
great school masters were very few. 
In general they were indifferent and 
worthless 
instructors 
Only two 


questions were asked about a school 
master. "Can he do the sums, and 
thrash the boys.-1' Didn't want lady 
teachers then. The pedagogue's in- 
formation was from a "key." 
The 


small pupil was neglected and for- 
gotten. 
Not counted for much. 


There were only 
four 
branches, 


"readin1, writin', 'rithmetic, and the 
branch from the orchards." 
The 


latter branch was to be mastered, 
and every boy graduated in it. One 
thing we don't want is the old method 
of punishment. Then the best teach- 
ers whipped the most. Now a teach- 
:r shows the highest 
skill who 


las to punish the least. It is a bless- 
ng that these cruel methods have 
}een eradicated from the schools. 
The processes then were not drawing 
out ones but beating in. Grammar 
was disliked and improperly taught. 
Now pupils know grammar before 
they open a grammar book. We 
now have to encourage the buys to 
continue longer in school work. It 
is injurious to schools for boys to run 
the streets, and hard for teachers to 
keep such boys In line. He who at- 
tends street school Is a sure candi- 
date for some reformatory. 


Every teacher should make the 


scoool room a happy and desirable 
pldce 
"Throw tue light of your 


countenante acd your life upon the 
children 
Do the little things that 


come to you, you all can't do great 
things 
You can't all be a Horace 


Mann, but you can he a hero in your 
own field." 


This morning's session was opened 


with the room full of teachers, who 
braved the intensely hot weather to 
receive information relative to schooj 
work. After a song in which all 
stemed to take part, Superintendent 
Miller was announced by t^c presi- 
dent and gave an interesting talk on 
History. 


The easiest way t o study history 


is by the association of ideas. One 
event calls up another: one central 
date will recall all others surround- 
ing it.

Cannot com- 
bine history and geography—If you 
wish to learn the branches of knowl- = 
edge you must not tike a short 
course. If the scholar does he is a 
sufferer.
